On 9 December, it was learned that, effective 1 January 1 9$l s kO oarcent 
of the administrative police in Frankfurt/Oder (0 53/V 63) were dis- 
charged, allegedly Ixs cause of the present shortage of labor for 
industry in the Soviet Zone of Germany,:, Those affected wore automatically 
given new work assignments by the police authorities, since they signed 
for long-term service with the Volkspolizeio 
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6 0 On 16 December,, it was learned that 32 police were discharged 
by the Kreispolizei in the Kreis of Ilerzberg (II 52 /E ?5 )o 
VP Krexsamtsleiior Oberkomnissar Kurt gschberger and Vp Kommissar

polizex for three or four years were discharged *

personnel over 35 years of age would be discharged from the Volks— 
polizeio On the “* asis of their vocational training they would be 
assigned to industry for the fulfillment of the Five-Iaar-Plan 
and at the same time be incorporated into the factor police • A total 
of UO oorcent was said to be discharged* It is planned that the core 
of the* Volkspolizoi will, in the future, bo made up only of youngs 
well-ind o c tr ina t ed persons drafted from the FDJ* 


8 0 On 23 December, it was learned that up to I 4 .O percent of the personnel 
of the ^'ransportpolizei and of all other branches of the police wall 
be discharged prior to February 1951c The discharge which has already 
been effected in other VP offices, lias been delayed with the trans^ 
portation police* Those discharged v/ho are fit for military service 
will be transferred to the Beroitschafts polizeio The others will be 
given good positions with the administration or in the economy* Some 
of those discharged serve in their former positions in a civilian 
capacity* For example, several former Gren^polizei members of the 
Ring^uxn-Bsrlin units were taught to carry out their previous functions 
as civilian employees of the Amt fixer Jarenkontrolle (Bureau of Her* 3 
chandise Control)* 

9t> In midHDe cembe r , it was learned in Potsdam (II £3/2 63 ) that, effective 
1 January 1951$ approximately 50 percent of the employees of the Landes-* 
poll sol Brandenburg and of the Bolizcipraesidium in Potsdam vie re dis- 
charged because of advanced age* Those affected will be assigned to 
enterprises such as the steel plants in Itcnnigsdorf and Brandenburg and 
the industrial combine in Fuorstenberg on the Oder River* However, those 
of the Volkspolizoi v/ho agree to serve in lower ranks such as Oberv/acht- 
moister instead of Oberkomnissar or .iachtmeister instead of Kommissar 
v/ill not be discharged * * 


Comment * An additional confirmation of extensive discharge of 
Lande IpoHzei personnel In the Soviet tene of Germany was the New Yoar 0 s 
address by VP Chief Genoralinopekteur Karl Ha ron who demanded that the 
Volkspolisei achieve the sane resui.t with fev/er personnel* ITuncioally 
affected by the discharges apparently 7/ore n6t only police considered 
unrolled le as a result of EJ interanent in lectern countries or having 
close relatives in the "Testern zones-, but also police who w ere over 35 
years of age* Discharges were also reported from IIVA units * T 
However , those discliargod from Hyp units were replaced, in part, by 
younger industrial workers who have not yet received training* As a r 
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there is a temporary reduction in the number of police on active duty, 
thus concealing the actual police strength, as well as creating a police 
reserve in industrial enterprises*, 
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
